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New  Year-Round  Program  Adopted  to  Speed 
Educational  Processes  During  the  Emergency 


OHIO  UNIVERSITY  was  found- 
ed by  men  who  had  conspic- 
uously served  the  cause  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

This  138-year-old  institution  is 
proud  of  its  record  in  all  succeeding 
emergencies  in  which  the  life  or  ideals 
of  the  nation  have  been  challenged. 

In  continuation  of  this  historic 
tradition,  the  University  has  been 
prompt  to  shape  its  program  and 
direct  its  efforts  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  present  crisis.  It  has  mobil- 
ized its  resources  for  continuous 
service  during  the  period  of  the 
emergency,  and  it  will  continue  as 
in  the  past,  to  seek  new  avenues 
for  effective  service. 

Beginning  June  8,  1942,  three 
full  16-week  semesters  will  be  of- 
fered each  year.  The  Summer 
Semester  of  1942  will  open  on 
June  8  and  close  on  September  26; 
the  Fall  Semester  will  open  on 
September  28  and  close  on  Janu- 
ary 23,  1943;  while  the  Spring 
Semester  will  open  on  January  2> 
and  close  on  May  1 5 . 

The  entire  faculty  will  be  avail- 
able each   semester.      For   the   con- 
venience of  teachers  and  others  not 
seeking   the   advantages  of   the   ac- 
celerated     program,      the      coming 
Summer   Semester   will    be   divided 
into  two  eight-week  terms:  June  8 
to  August   1   and  August  3   to  Sep- 
tember   26.      Special    provision    will 
also  be  made  this  year,  at  least,  for 
those    persons   who   had    planned   to 
complete    degree    requirements    dur- 
ing what  would  have  been  the  Post 
Summer   Session   under   the   summer 
school  set-up  which  has  been  aband- 
oned. 

The  Summer  Semester  will  be 
comparable  in  scope  and  sequence  of 
course  offerings  to  the  Fall  and 
Spring  Semesters.  High  school  grad- 
uates may  enter  at  the  beginning  of 
any  of  the  three  semesters.  The 
new  year-round  program  makes  it 
possible  for  students  to  complete  all 
requirements  for  the  baccalaureate 
degree  in  three  calendar  years. 

While  the  use  of  the  term  "se- 
mester"  in  connection  with  a  three- 
period  program  is  not  supported  by 
Mr.  Webster  in  his  compendium  of 
knowledge,  the  alternative  and  more 


accurate  word,  "trimester,"  is  so 
infrequently  used  as  to  be  practically 
unknown  to  people  generally.  It 
seems  best,  therefore,  to  risk  the 
wrath  of  the  etymological  purists 
rather  than  the  noncomprehension  of 
those  to  whom  trimester  is  not  fa- 
miliar. According  to  Webster's 
New  International  Dictionary,  a  se- 
mester is  "either  of  the  two  periods 


of  instruction,  commonly  eighteen 
weeks  in  length,  into  which  the  aca- 
demic year  is  usually  divided."  A 
trimester  is  "one  of  three  terms  into 
which  an  academic  year  is  sometimes 
divided." 

Students  will  carry  the  usual  16- 
credit-hour  load  each  semester. 
Permission  to  register  for  eighteen 
credit  hours  will  be  granted  students 
whose  high  school  or  previous  college 
records  warrant  the  carrying  of  ad- 
ditional hours. 

The  University  offers  a  limited 
number  of  scholarships,  which  consist 
of  the  remission  of  the  general  regis- 
tration fee  of  $40  a  semester,  to 
students  with  high  scholastic  records. 
These  scholarships  will  be  available 
for  the  Summer  Semester  on  the 
same  basis  as  for  the  Fall  and  Spring 
Semesters.  Applications  should  be 
filed  with  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the 
Dean  of  Women  as  early  as  possible 


in  the  semester  preceding  the  date 
when  the  student  expects  to  register 
in   the  University. 

In  addition  to  the  degree  courses, 
Ohio  University  offers  special  two- 
year  curricula  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  positions  in  industry  and 
to  fit  them  for  speciali2,ed  services  in 
the  armed  forces.  The  United 
States  Navy's  new  V-1  plan  for  high 
school  graduates  has  also  been  pro- 
vided for. 

Training  will  be  offered  in  the 
Division  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics  during  all  three  semesters. 
Enrollment  in  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps  is  voluntary,  but 
those  who  complete  the  four  years 
of  military  training  are  eligible, 
upon  graduation,  for  commissions 
in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  of 
the  United  States  Army. 

Ohio  University  cooperates  with 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administra- 
tion in  offering  a  Civil  Pilot  Train- 
ing program  which  consists  of  a 
ground  school  conducted  at  the 
University  and  a  flight  school  con- 
ducted at  the  airport,  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  campus.  All 
courses  have  specific  requirements 
for  admission  and  all  require  a 
course  fee  that  is  maintained  at  a 
minimum  figure. 

The  men's  dormitory  and  one  or 
more  of  the  women's  dormitories  will 
be  open  for  the  accommodation  of 
students  during  the  Summer  Semes- 
ter. The  charges  for  room  rent  are: 
men  (double  room),  $2.50  a  week; 
women  (double  room),  $2.50  to  $3 
a  week.  The  charges  for  board  are: 
men,  $6  a  week;  women,  $'i.'i0.  These 
rates  for  board  will  be  maintained 
as  long  as  possible.  In  the  event  of 
continued  or  excessive  rises  in  food 
costs,  however,  the  University  re- 
serves the  right  to  adjust  rates  ac- 
cordingly. 

Rooms  in  private  homes  which 
have  been  inspected  and  approved 
are  listed  in  the  offices  of  the  Dean 
of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women. 

There  are  three  cooperative  hous- 
ing units  for  men  owned  and  op- 
erated by  the  University.  These 
units  house  140  men  and  have  dining 
room  facilities  for  approximately 
255.

Clark,  a  member  of  the  Army  Air 
Corps,  was  "killed  in  action  in  de- 
fense of  his  country  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  Dec.  9,  1941,"  according  to 
a  tersely  worded  War  Department 
telegram  received  by  his  parents  on 
March  11.  The  communication  end- 
ed months  of  suspense  during  which 
no  word  was  heard  from  the  airman. 
When  interviewed  by  a  Cleveland 
paper,  Lieutenant  Clark's  mother 
said,  "As  long  as  he  had  to  die,  I 
am  glad  it  was  this  way.  I  wish  he 
had  lived  to  do  more,  but  what  more 
could  he  give  than  his  life?  All  I 
hope  is  that  he  contributed  some- 
thing toward  licking  the  Japs." 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Young,  '30,  ex- 
perimental physicist  for  C.  G.  Conn, 
Ltd.,  Elkhart,  Ind.  (manufacturers 
of  band  instruments),  has  been 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  by  his 
company  for  defense  research  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy  radio  sound  laboratory 
in  San  Diego,  Calif. 

The  serial  number  of  Dr.  E.  T. 
"Ted"  Hellcbrandt,  husband  of  the 
former  Miss  Melba  White,   '18,  and 


member  of  the  Ohio  University  fac- 
ulty, became  Selective  Service  Order 
No.  1  at  the  Athens  County  Draft 
Board  No.  1  following  the  third 
draft  lottery  in  Washington.  Dr.

Soldiers  May  Take  Correspondence 
Courses     Through     Army     Institute 

The  Ohio  University  Extension 
Division  has  announced  that  it  will 
cooperate  with  the  Army  Institute  in 
providing  correspondence  courses  for 
soldiers. 

The  Army  Institute,  located  at 
Madison,  Wis.,  under  the  direction 
of  Lieut.  Col.  William  R.  Young, 
has  agreed  to  pay  one  half  of  the 
tuition  fee  and  one  half  of  the  cost 
of  textbooks  for  any  enlisted  man 
who  wants  to  continue  his  education 
by  the  correspondence  method.  An 
enlisted  man  must  be  in  active  serv- 
ice for  at  least  four  months  before  he 
can  be  eligible  for  this  subsidized  en- 
rollment. 

Member  institutions  of  the  Na- 
tional University  Extension  Associ- 
ation are  participating  in  the  Army 
Institute  program.  Ohio  University 
and  Kent  State  University  are  the 
only  schools  in  Ohio  holding  mem- 
bership in  the  association. 

Over  200  Ohio  University  courses, 
taught  by  70  different  members  of 
the  faculty,  arc  available  to  the 
soldiers.

V-7,  officers'  training.  In  the  latter, 
the  men  will  be  continued  until  such 
time  as  they  should  graduate  from 
the  college  or  university  at  which 
they  are  studying  at  the  time  of  en- 
listment. 

OHIO  University  junior  and  sen- 
ior electrical  engineering  stu- 
dents enlisting  in  the  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps  will  not  be  called  to  active 
duty  until  their  courses  have  been 
completed.  Commissions  as  second 
lieutenants  in  the  Signal  Corps  vxall 
be  given  to  qualified  students  upon 
graduation.  Premedical  and  dental 
students  who  have  been  accepted  for 
future  registration  in  recognized 
medical  and  dental  schools  may  re- 
ceive commissions  as  second  lieuten- 
ants in  the  Medical  Administrative 
Corps.  Commissions  will  be  granted 
upon  recommendation  of  the  deans 
of  the  professional  schools.

In  introducing  President  James, 
Toastmaster  Liggett,  head  of  the 
Carr  Liggett  Advertising  Agency, 
whose  poesy  has  appeared  in  the 
most  respected  literary  vehicles,  re- 
viewed the  100-year  span  of  Ohio 
University  history  with  a  bit  of  Lig- 
gettesque  versification  which  is  here- 
with reproduced.     The  introduction: 


"We   Have    President  James  With    Us  Tonight" 

Long,  long  ago  while  Indians  in  Ohio  still  were  scalping  us, 

Some  gents  of  old  New  England  got  an  impulse  to  be  halping  us. 

Manasseh  Cutler  took  the  matter  up  with  Rufus  Putnam: 

He  said,  "The  higher  learning  in  Ohio  isn't  glutt'n'em. 

I  fear  they'll  all  grow  up  to  be  disgraceful  ignoramuses: 

We  ought  to  teach  'em  Greek  and  grammar,  morals  and  mandamuses." 

To  that  the  gruff  old  general  agreed:  "By  damn  and  curse  it!"  he 

Replied,  "let's  give  them  pioneers  an  Ohio  University." 

He  grabbed  a  bottle  from  the  shelf,  the  two  men  took  a  snort  of  it. 

And  got  a  charter  for  the  school  with  land  for  the  support  of  it. 

They  laughed  with  joy  to  think  of  all  the  wealth  that  land  grant  meant  to  us. 

Not  knowing  that  its  renters  would  refuse  to  pay  their  rent  to  us. 

Well,  they  rented  out  two  townships  at  a  very  early  date. 

And  got  the  college  started  by  the  fall  of  1808. 

But  alas  for  Prexies  Lindley,  Irvine,  Wilson  and  McGuffey! 

Each  time  they  went  to  get  the  rent,  they  found  the  people  huffy. 

For  every  local  farmer,  blacksmith,  butcher,  grocer,  baker 

Let  out  a  yell  ...  it  was  too  much  to  pay  five  cents  an  acre! 

O.  they  were  charming  people  in  the  countryside  and  town. 

So  glad  for  Cutler's  uplift  that  they  tried  to  burn  it  down. 

They  hung  McGuffey's  effigy,  they  planned  a  full  size  riot: 

The  poor  professors  quaked  within  their  cultured  cloistered  quiet. 

And  so  while  Athens'  citizens  ate  well  and  did  high  drinking. 

The  faculty  at  old  O.  U.  lived  largely  on  high  thinking. 

But  though  the  college  had  no  dough  and  not  too  many  scholars. 

Not  all  of  whom  could  pay  the  annual  fee  of  $20, 

They  kept  on  struggling  through  the  years  because  they  knew  they  ought. 

Led  by  Prexies  Ryors,  Howard  and  O.  U.  alumnus,  Scott: 

With  Super,  Crook  and  Super  again  they  finished  out  the  century. 

Playing  'em  close  to  their  modest  vests  and  never  being  ventury. 

We  owe  them  much  for  being  so  tenacious  and  so  valory 

We  ought  to  pay  in  gratitude — they  didn't  get  much  salary. 

But  after  1900  things  began  to  boom,  they  tell  us. 
More  money  and  more  buildings  from  the  state  through  Prexy  Ellis, 
Who  chased  Phi  Beta  Kappa's  grim  inspectors  off  the  campus 
For  fear  their  lofty  standards  of  scholastic  worth  might  vamp  us. 
A  thousand  students  came,  and  more — the  town  forgot  its  curses. 
Though  not,  of  course,  because  the  students'  money  tilled  their  purses. 
No  more  financial  problems  worried  Prexies  Chubb  or  Bryan: 
They  sat  on  Mt.  Olympus,  or  at  any  rate  Mt.  Zion. 

Today  the  President  of  Old  Ohio  has  a  cinch: 

He  tells  the  State  we  need  a  mile — it  gladly  gives  an  inch: 

His  Board  does  what  he  wants,  his  teachers"  conduct  is  impeccable:

His  football  teams  are  wonderful,  they  always  win  their  games. 

And  everything's  just  dandy  for  our  able  President  James.

Ohio  University's  distinguished  President! 
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Students  at  Large  and 
Well  As  Varsity  Men 

PLEASE  don't  get  the  idea  that  the  only  persons  on 
the  Ohio  University  eampus  who  get  exercise  are 
members  of  the  varsity  athletic  teams.  That  isn't  true. 
For  instance,  there  are  those  persons  taking  the  required 
courses  in  physical  activities.  Every  student  must  secure 
credit  for  at  least  four  semester  hours  of  work  in  the 
Division  of  Physical  Welfare.  Men  students  may  sub- 
stitute the  two-year  military  training  course  for  this 
requirement  if  they  desire. 

The  men  must  include  in  their  programs  participa- 
tion in  at  least  four  of  the 
following  activities :  touch 
football,  soccer,  tennis,  basket 
ball,  tumbling  and  apparatus, 
volleyball,  boxing,  wrestling, 
handball,  softball,  hard  base- 
ball, track  and  field,  cross 
country,  rythmic  activities,  and 
freshman  football.  The  pro- 
gram for  women  is  en  an  elec- 
tive basis  and  the  four  semester 
hours  may  be  chosen  from  the 
following :  hockey,  soccer, 
basketball,  tenn's,  volleyball, 
archery,  softball,  badminton, 
swimming,  folk  dancing,  mod- 
ern dancing,  tap  dancing,  hik- 
ing, golf,  and  bowling.  Men 
and  women  students  who  for 
any  reason  are  unable  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  activity  classes 
are  given  individual  instruction 
in  special  classes. 

Besides  the  compulsory  pro- 
gram there  is  a  voluntary  intra-  Universily  Bowling  Team 

mural    program    for    men    that 

has  been  enjoyed  during  the  past  fall  and  winter  by 
approximately  1,605  students  in  12  sports.  There  were 
25  teams  in  the  intramural  bowling  leagues. 

Even  those  students  electing  the  military  training 
program  in  the  R.O.T.C.  cannot  escape  their  calisthenics. 
In  accordance  with  recent  War  Department  orders  every 
cadet  at  Ohio  University  is  putting  in  iive  hours  of 
muscle-building  and  body-toning  exercise  every  week 
under  the  direction  of  Thor  Olson,  '27,  of  the  physical 
welfare  staff.  It  is  not  only  patriotic  to  be  fit — it's 
necessary. 

NOR  ARE  the  students  the  only  ones  who  are  taking 
advantage — forced  or  otherwise — of  opportunities 
for  exercise  and  recreation.  Men  of  the  faculty  have 
organized  a  six-team  bowling  league  with  a  one-night-a- 
week  schedule.  Competition  during  the  first  semester 
ended  with  Team  No.  3  in  top  position.  This  team  was 
composed  of  Car!  H.  Roberts,  "27  (captain) ;  Allen  A. 
Nellis;  Carleton  I.  Calkin;  Charles  R.  Henderson;  and 
J.  B.  McQuown.  Roberts,  Nellis,  and  McQuown  are 
critic  teachers  in  Athens  High  School.  Registrar  F.  B. 
Dillcy   rolled   the  highest  score  for  a  single  game,   260;

HIO'S  game  and  battling 
Bobcat  basketeers,  starting 
the  season  with  the  odds  de- 
cidedly against  them,  due  to  a 
heavy  freightage  of  sophomores 
and  a  dearth  of  lettermen,  clos- 
ed their  regular  schedule  with 
a  victory  margin  of  twelve 
games  won  and  eight  games  lost. 

The  closing  encounter  was  with  the  powerful  To- 
ledo Rockets  who  snapped  a  six-game  winning  streak  for 
the  Bobcats  while  administering  the  worst  licking  of  the 
season,  65-39,  in  the  big  Toledo  Field  House.  The 
Rockets  have  meanwhile  gone  through  to  the  semi-finals 
of  the  Madison  Square  Garden  Invitation  Tournament 
(the  same  point  reached  by  the  Bobcats  in  the  tourna- 
ment last  year)  where  they  were  eliminated  by  a  surprise 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  West  Virginia  University. 

In  an  extra-season  game  Uncle  Sam's  sailors  from 
the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Station — perhaps  the 
most  brilliant  and  talented  aggregation  of  basketball  stars 
ever  assembled — led  by  former  Bobcat  Frankie  Baumholtz, 
"41,  trounced  the  Trautwein  boys  54-35.  The  game  was 
featured  by  ceremonies  before  and  following  the  first 
half  in  which  Baumholtz  and  the  Navy  representatives 
were  given  tremendous  ovations. 

Ohio's  performance  for  the  season  was  eleventh  best 
among  the  thirty-eight  Ohio  universities  and  colleges 
having  hardwood  quintets.  Mount  Union  won  both  the 
state  and  Ohio  Conference  titles  for  the  second  straight
